Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: First as recited in the final rejection a complete 
response requires cancelation of the withdrawn claims, the response argues that the references do not recite interrogation probes, 
however the term reads broadly and would read on Satoshi probes which hybridize to target sequence thereby determining the 
sequences.Moreover, they state that Satoshi fails to teach that different interrrogations probes at the different sets. The basis of the 103 
rejection is the combination of Chetverein references which teaches the different probes arrangements at different locations (see col. 3 
lines 45-55). At the time the invention was made, one of ordinary skill in the art would have been motivated to apply Chetverin teachings of 
immoblizing different probes to different regions to Satoshi probes to detect a pluraltiy of different targets simultaneously. 
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
